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add greatly to the appearance of the building, and are a con- 
venience to the public, as well as to those who use Faneuil 
Hall, being a protection from the weather, and have replaced 
the old canvas awnings, Which were unsightly and frequently 
out of repair. 

The frequent digging up of the streets around the markets 
for the laying of new water and gas mains, sewers, cold 
storage systems, etc., has left them in bad condition, and they 
should be repaved in the improved method with concrete 
base. As all the above-named pipes have recently been 
renewed, it would seem that the work, if done now, would 
remain for several years without having to be disturbed. 

Another pressing need at present is the renovating and 
improving of the water-closets in the basement of the market: 
The Public Buildings Department has given this matter 
considerable thought; plans have been prepared, which, if 
carried out, will enable the City to establish a public sanitary * 
in the apartments now intended for the use only of the occu- 
pants of the market, and will supply a want greatly neede 
in this busy section. 

At the time of renovating Faneuil Hall, arrange ments 
were made for a ladies’ toilet-room in the building. As the 
plans were changed, and the apartments placed on the third 
floor of the building, they cannot be of practical use until such 
time as a proper person will be placed in charge of them 
whose duty it will be to care for them at all hours when the 
hall is open to the public. This will be a convenience to thé 
thousands who annually visit the hall, and will also provide 
for the large number of ladies who are employed at the 
markets, for whom the City should provide accommodations: 

For several years, under the regulations of the Street 
Department, Sanitary Division, dealers at the market have 
been required to remove the refuse of their business to th? 
dumping scow at their own expense, besides paying a charg? 
for the privilege of dumping the same. While under this 
system the refuse has not been permitted to accumulate s0 # 
to become offensive, it seems, if the practice is to continué 
that no charge should be made at the scow for dumping ? z, 
same. I am of opinion that the work would be done mor 
satisfactorily were it in charge of the Sanitary Division, Y 
formerly, and that it would not materially increase t 
expense, s 

The inspection of provisions has been carefully looke 
after, and the Department has been obliged to condem? E 
unfit for food a much smaller quantity than in previo" 
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years. The amount so condemned was as follows: Eleven 
hundred sixty three (1,163) pounds poultry, one hundred 
thirty-one (181) pounds veal, one hundred eighty (180) 
Pounds mutton, four hundred ten (410) pounds fish, two 
hundred fifteen ( 215) small game, ducks, quails, etc., and
